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Tve lived a good long life'

A few weeks ago, George Walker 
Crowe had trouble breathing and 
collapsed on his patio, where a 
neighbor found him and called for 
an ambulance. He was rushed to the 
hospital and eventually treated for 
heart blockages. 

That was Georges first overnight 
stay in the hospital in all his 95 
years. 

Three stents and a few days later, 


another neighbor spotted him 
walking around the block near his 
home on Pine Street in Ravenna. 

“I’ve been pretty active all my 
life,” said George. “Ive lived a good 
long life.” 

He suspects the Lord will call him 
home soon, but he says he’s ready 
to go, and he’s looking forward to 
being re-united with his wife. 

Georges “good long life” began 
on January 1, 1920, when he was 
born to Henry Harlan “Rouster” 
Crowe and Evie Barnes Crowe on 


Tipton Ridge. 

George had three brothers and 
two sisters, all deceased now. One 
of his brothers lived to be 101. 

George walked two miles of “mud 
road” with his sisters to attend a 
“double school” on Tipton Ridge. 
Separate buildings set side by side, 
one for seven and eighth grade, the 
other for the younger grades. 

When he was about 19, George 
told his father he was going to sell 
his “ol cow.” 

“What do you want to do that for, 


George?” his father wondered. 

George replied, “I’m fixin to get 
married.” 

“You look like getting married,” 
his father answered. 

George had his eye on a pretty 
girl hed met at the Church of God. 
Her name was Zereda Fore, but 
her father, G.A. Fore, the pastor of 
the church, was reluctant to let his 
daughter go. 

George sold the cow for $150 and

Seventy-three-year-old 
Stanley (Tracy) Jenkins 
enjoys many things, but a 
few top the list. 

Bluegrass music is one. 
He has spent most of his life 
traveling on weekends from 
one bluegrass festival to the 
next. 

Another one is the 
beautiful Red Lick Valley, 
which he calls home. He 
has lived his entire life on 
farmland once owned by his 
father in the Estill County 
portion of the valley. 

And one is definitely his 
family and its tradition of 
farming the land in the 
valley. 

Its no surprise, then, 


that he has combined these 
three joys into a special 
tradition: The Red Lick 
Valley Bluegrass Festival, 
which takes place each year 
right on the family farm. 

The 37th festival is this 
July 23-25. Mr. Jenkins 
has been its leader and 
champion from the 
beginning. 

He hasn’t let much of 
anything keep him from 
putting it on each year: not 
rain, not the bad economy, 
not the gas prices that made 
it harder for campers to 
come from out-of-state, 
and not even the loss of 
his beloved wife, Colie. She 
died one month before the 
2014 festival, and still the 
family managed to keep it 
going. 


This year, Mr. Jenkins 
has a new challenge. He 
recently chose hospice care 
after a lengthy hospital stay 
and a diagnosis of acute 
respiratory failure. Hospice 
Care Plus now cares for him 
in his home, just as they 
cared for Colie. 

But he’s still making sure 
everything is in shape for 
the July festival. He’s already 
booked all the talent, and he 
has every intention of being 
there himself. 

“It’s very important to 
him,” says his son, David. 

His list of helpers is long, 
thankfully. Several friends 
and family pitch in. Paula, 
David’s wife, is the full-time 
caregiver for Mr. Jenkins

paid a taxi to whisk him and Zereda away. 
They got married. 

For about three months, her father 
wouldn’t allow Zereda to visit her mother, 
Bessie Neal Fore, but he eventually came to 
accept George into the family. 

George thinks his father-in-law’s attitude 
began to change with a comment someone 
made about him. 

“If you ever get him to work for you, 
you’ll like him,” the unidentified person 
said. “He’s a worker.” 

George proved that from the time he was 
a very young man. 

He was doing contract work in Lexington, 
when a friend let him know that the four- 
room house where he now lives on Pine 
Street in Ravenna was up for sale. The 
friend offered to bid it in for him and let 
George pay him back, but George was 
reluctant to do so without a steady job. 

“You couldn’t buy a job in those days,” he 
said. It was 1944. 

However, the night he came home, he 
learned that L&N had offered him a job. 
George accepted his friend’s offer to bid the 
house in for him and eventually paid his 
debt of $1200. 

George says he used to run from his home 
on Pine Street to the railroad yard where 
he’d punch the time clock to begin his day 
as a car inspector. George’s responsibility 
was to check for air leaks and keep the cars 
in working order. 

The L&N paid him 48 cents an hour 
when he started working for them, which 
amounted to about four or five dollars a 
day. To earn some extra money, George 
chose to work “on the side” as a plumber. 

“I’ve been under just about every house 
in Ravenna,” he said. 

George worked for the railroad for 40 
years, but he kept on plumbing after he 
retired. 

Until the last couple of years, George 
tended a big garden and mowed his own 
grass. He still makes his own breakfast, 
and often cooks scrambled eggs and bacon. 
Occasionally, he’ll have oatmeal. 

“I guess I should eat it every day,” he said. 
“It’s good for you.” 

He still owns a farm on Tipton Ridge, 
where he once raised cattle and “striped- 
shoulder Hampshire hogs.” 

There’s a picture on George’s wall of him 
standing between two big mules, “Beck and 
Bill.” 

He says they would mind him with just 
a word, and he and the mules would plow 
gardens for folks in Ravenna for five dollars. 

Life hasn’t always been all work and no 
play for George, however. 


George was once part of a competition 
team made up of four couples of square 
dancers. They traveled around the state and 
to other states to dance. 

“Nobody could beat us,” he said. “We’ve 
been on television and everything.” 

He says Zereda was never much of a 
dancer, but she didn’t mind for him to 
dance with other girls. 

George’s co-workers called him “ol 
Dancing George.” 

Neighbors still keep an eye on George, 
and his family is in and out of the house 
frequently. 

Bill Jones is one of the neighbors who 
checks on George, sometimes as often as 
four or five times a day. 

“I just don’t see how such a big heart and 
soul fits into such a small body,” said Jones. 

George weighs every bit of 96 pounds. 

Jones’s three-year old niece also likes 
to come visit with the man she calls “my 
George.” 

“If you do the right thing, people will take 
care of you,” said George. 

George’s family has extended to five 
living generations now. He and Zereda had 
one son, Charles, and two granddaughters, 
Shonna, who is married to Arthur Ballard, 
and Monica, who is married to “Bird” 
Arvin. 

He has four great-grandchildren: Whitney 
and Mariah Ballard, and Haley and Cade 
Lisle. His first great-great grandson, Wyatt, 
is the fifth generation currently living. 

When George speaks of his wife of almost 
75 years, he becomes teary-eyed. He credits 
her 

with getting him “on the right road.” 

He and Zereda and her brother were all 
baptized in a water hole at Cow Creek on 
the same day in 1967. 

“She was a good woman,” he says, “and 
she’s waiting for me.” 

“The Lord has took care of me,” he 
said. “Put him first, and you’ll come out a 
winner.” 

George remembers that his father once 
told him that if he lived to be an old man, 
he’d see a lot of changes. 

He acknowledges that his statement is 
true. 

“People ain’t like they used to be,” he said. 

“We are living in a different time.” 

“I remember when my mother got real 
bad [sick], and the house was full. People 
stayed up all night with her.” 

George hopes to avoid going to the 
nursing home and says he wants to die at 
home, just as his wife did. 

“But you don’t always get your druthers,” 
he said. 

“I’ve lived a good long life though.”

individuals. In addition,

are under control and the 
family has the support it 
needs. 

It’s a very busy time, but 
this family thrives on it. 

“First thing in the 
morning every day, he tells 
me what needs to be done,” 
says David. “From farm 
to festival, he knows what 
needs to happen day-by- 
day. I’m learning the ropes, 
especially when it comes to 
knowing the bands well.” 

Mr. Jenkins’s passion for 
the music, and his family’s 
support, has made The 
Red Lick Valley Bluegrass 
Festival one of the most 
successful in the region. 
It draws anywhere from 
500 to 700 from all across 
the country. All 85 of 
their camper spots are 
typically filled. The festival’s 
popularity has led to a 
waiting list for bands that 
are ready to perform if 
someone cancels. 

The family charges a 
modest fee for the three- 
day festival, but they invest 
profits back into it. That’s 
how, over the years, they’ve 
added more electric plug¬ 
ins for campers, lights, a 
stage, concession booth, 
and more. 

It all started when Mr. 


Last year was the first year 
Mr. Jenkins felt so ill he had 
to go back to the house 
during the festival. It was 
a noticeable absence, says 
David. 

“If you want to talk to Dad 
during the festival weekend, 
you have to get in line,” he 
says. “He’s very well-known 
and well-respected in the 
bluegrass music family.” 

This year, Paula and David 
are putting plans in place 
to help keep Mr. Jenkins 
in the thick of things and 
comfortable. 

“We’re going to park 
a camper with air 
conditioning right next 
to the action, so he has a 
cool place to go where he 
can rest if he needs to and 
breathe easier,” says David. 

As for what will happen 
to the festival when Mr. 
Jenkins is no longer here

The “buzz” about bees: Pesticides kill

Although the “buzz” about bee 
declines makes headlines, excites 
public concern and warrants a White 
House Task Force on the Health of 
Honey Bees and Other Pollinators, 
bees are still in jeopardy. 

The United States Department 
of Agriculture (USDA) and 
Environmental Protection Agency 
(EPA) have failed to act with force 
on one of the key causes of pollinator 
declines: neonicotinoid pesticides. 

As the time approaches for 
the White House Task Force to 
announce its decision, it’s more 
important than ever that the EPA 
and USDA act transparently to 
protect honey bees from pesticides. 

Neonicotinoid pesticides are a 
key driver in bee declines, affecting 
bees’ immune systems, navigation, 
reproduction and foraging, even at 
low doses. Last year, 29 scientists 
from the International Union for 
Conservation of Nature reviewed 
800 studies from two decades of 
research. These researchers found 
that the evidence is overwhelmingly 
clear: Neonicotinoids have adverse 
effects on bees, and the current 
level of use of these pesticides is 
unsustainable. 

If they’re so harmful to bees, 
how did neonicotinoids get on the 


market? In the U.S., neonics were 
originally approved for use through 
a loophole called “conditional 
registration.” Conditional 
registration allows pesticides to go 
to market even when the pesticide 
manufacturer can’t provide the 
necessary research on the chemical’s 
impact. Sixty-five percent of 
pesticides now on the market were 
approved through this process. 

In 2010, a leaked EPA memo 
brought this problem to light. The 
memo, written in 2003, showed that 
Bayer had submitted flawed science 
in the registration process for a 
neonicotinoid called clothianidin. 
The memo revealed that EPA knew 
that the research was flawed, but 
approved clothianidin anyway. 

What’s happened to clothianidin 
since this memo became public 
in 2010? It has become one of the 
top-selling insecticides in the United 
States and around the world. There is 
not enough accountability to ensure 
that our federal agencies act swiftly 
when a problem emerges after a 
conditional registration, and too 
often, the product remains on the 
shelf. 

Another shortcoming in 
transparency arises from the 
primary use of neonicotinoids as 
seed treatments, pesticide coatings 
pre-applied to seeds before farmers 


buy them. Of the 200 million 
acres of U.S. farmland treated with 
neonicotionids, 95 percent had 
neonicotinoids applied via coated 
seeds. But remarkably, seed coatings 
aren’t tracked or regulated like 
other uses of pesticides, because of 
another EPA loophole that exempts 
“treated articles” from regulation. 
This makes it quite difficult for 
lawmakers and researchers to know 
where, and in what quantities, 
neonic-treated seeds are planted. 
This is critical information that 
could help illuminate correlations 
between neonicotinoid use and bee 
losses. 

Though the EPA is responsible for 
ensuring that pesticides approved 
for use don’t harm bees, the agency 
may be considering relinquishing 
this responsibility back to the 
states, calling for individual state 
“pollinator protection plans” instead 
of a comprehensive change in 
federal pesticide policy to protect 
bees. Unfortunately, these state 
plans would likely put the onus on 
beekeepers and state agencies that 
lack the resources to implement 
truly protective plans. 

This month, our federal decision¬ 
makers are nearing another key 
decision. The White House task 
force on pollinator health, co¬ 
chaired by the USDA and EPA, is 


poised to release its plan to deal 
with pollinator declines. The EPA 
has an opportunity to correct 
errors it made in registering 
neonicotinoids by restricting or 
suspending their use nationwide. 

Though EPA recently announced 
it won’t allow new uses of some 
neonicotinoids, there is work left 
to be done. The numerous bee- 
harming products already on the 
market will remain in use. And 
EPA has already approved two new 
systemic insecticides in the past 
year and that are not technically 
classified as neonics, although they 
pose the same hazards to bees. New 
products like these would not be 
subject to the moratorium. 

We rely on EPA to protect 
pollinators from pesticides and 
preserve their important role within 
our food system. We urge the EPA 
and the White House pollinator 
task force to restrict or suspend 
neonicotinoid pesticides through 
a transparent process. It’s time to 
maximize public accountability 
and minimize the influence that 
pesticide companies exert behind 
closed doors.

Imagine my surprise when 
citizens wished me well in 
my retirement as Irvine’s 
Building Inspector. What? 

In late March, The Citizen 
Voice and Times mentioned 
it was told at a City Council 
meeting by one of the two 
new players that I had 
retired. 

I had received a two 
sentence letter from Mayor 
Noland. First sentence, 
thanking me for my services 
(over 27 years) to the city. 
Second sentence, we won’t 
need your services any more, 
he regretted to say. 

In late fall 2014, then 
Mr. Noland and Thomas 
Sanders attended a Planning 
Commission meeting and 
informed us that Mr. Noland 
was appointed chairman and 
Col. Sanders, a member. No 
one had advance notice. 

The discussion led to 
Noland asking me (Jack), Do 
you use city equipment for 
your own private business? 

I replied, that the mayors 
allowed me to copy plans 
on 11x17 xerox paper that I 
had provided, but in the last 
couple of years, I hadn’t done 
that. I also asked the clerk if 
she was aware of me making 


calls on the city phones, but 
instead, I always returned 
calls on my personal cell 
phone. 

Also, KRS100 requires 
Planning Commissions 
members to choose their 
Chair, and at the time, I 
wondered which two of our 
best Planning Commission 
member resigned. 

Before I retired from 
Federation of Appalachian 
Housing in 2004, the 
federation always paid 
for my yearly training in 
mid- April for registrations, 
mileage, room, meals, and 
my salary for four days. 

Insurance Services 
Organization recommended 
the city allot money for my 
training and $1,000 was then 
the city budget. Back in the 
late 90s Mayor Williams 
allowed $50 monthly for 
my travel, and said, I let the 
city know about privilege 
licenses on the jobs that 
didn’t require a permit for 
an example: re-roofing, 
cement work, or electricity, 
plumbing, and HVAC, that 
was being done in the city, 
but did not require a permit 
to the tune of over $5,000 
a year. All police chiefs 


followed up on my leads. 

Mind you, from 1988- 
2015, the city - me - did 
over 520 permits, and 40 
new residences. Also, bless 
the two non-profits and their 
builders. 

I am proud of my time 
with the city. In 27 years, I 
earned a total of $12,200. 

A big thank you goes 
to the City Councils, the 
Mayors, City Clerks, and 
Police Chiefs I have worked 
with. 

It is interesting to note that 
the land under Renaissance, 
the cleaners, parking lot, 
and where City Hall and 
the fire department sits, was 
purchased with a quick loan 
from one of the arms of the 
Federation of Appalachian 
Housing, where I worked for 
20 years, and loaned the City 
$ 142,000 to purchase same. 
The City then sold buildings 
and parking lot to one of 
the F.A.H.E. Builders from 
Winchester. 

I sincerely hope things go 
smoothly, and citizens keep 
me in the loop. I will be of 
assistance, just call.

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Witts loved and served community well

George and Dovie Witt were a 
special part of the Witt Springs 
community from their birth in 
the early 1900s until their passing 
many decades later. I have few 
memories of George because I 
was very young when he was 
operating the Witt General Store 
in the 1950 s prior to his death 
in 1964.1 had met Dovie many 
times later in my life before she 
passed away in 1984. My mother 
and grandparents always had 
good things to say about George 
and Dovie. Jan (Witt) Whitaker 
shared many fond memories 
of her parents, her life while 
growing up in Witt Springs and 
details about the Witt General 
Store. In this third part of the 
Witt family story I would like to 
share information about George 
and Dovie gleaned from their 
daughter, Jan, and others. 

George was born at Witt 
Springs on October 16, 1902. His 
parents were William Lincoln 
Witt and Nannie S. Witt. George 
had several siblings. His father, 
£ WL 5 Witt was a farmer, excellent 
carpenter/casket maker and was 
the originator of the Witt General 
Store. George acquired many of 
his fathers skills of carpentry, 
farming and eventually took over 
the daily operations of the family 
store. After attending school 
through the 8th grade George 
was enrolled in 'finishing school 5 . 
George learned many things in 
finishing school, but it never 
improved his writing. He called 
it £ hen scratching 5 —little lines 
up and down in funny patterns 
which only he could decipher. 
Early in Georges working career 
he was a laborer for the L&N 
Railroad, according to the 1930 
Census. He took over the daily 
operation of the Witt General 
Store sometime in the 1930 5 s 
because he was listed in the 
1940 Census as a “Salesman¬ 
working on own account 55 . 

George and Dovie were 
married in 1925 after George 
coaxed his love to return from 
Mason City, Illinois where she 
had been helping her sister with 
a new baby. Their first daughter, 
Dorothy Lorraine, was born in 
1926 and the second daughter, 
Janice Marilyn, was born 11 years 


later in 1937. 

As a young man George 
loved to sing and led the choir 
in singing at Sand Hill Christian 
Church. His younger sister, 
Gladys, accompanied them on 
the piano. George drifted away 
from the church for a few years. 
The minister of the church, Ralph 
Byers, encouraged George to join 
a quartet he was forming. George 
began to sing with the quartet 
and was soon attending church 
on a regular basis again, which 
answered Dovies prayers. 

George was a tall, thin 
man with long legs, but very 
strong. He had a very soft, gentle 
personality. Jan said, “Daddy 
always fixed my boo boos, plus 
talked me through my hurts and 
tears. 55 George had a special talent 
with animals. No matter how 
wild the livestock—horses, mules, 
hogs, cattle—he could calm them 
in order to get them corralled or 
loaded into a truck. The mules he 
used on the farm never felt the 
sting of a whip, nor did he ever 
raise his voice to them. 

The general store 
occupied most of Georges time. 

His daughters helped him in 


generous with people in need. 

He made sure his mother-in- 
law, Mary Elizabeth Durbin, 
had plenty of wood and coal for 
the winter, plus groceries when 
needed. Sand Hill Church was 
provided with coal as well as 
brooms, mops, etc. Fruit and 
candy was given to the church 
to pass out to the needy at 
Christmas time. 

George was as good a carpenter 
as his father. He once made a 
casket for a baby who had died. 
Dovie lined it with flannel cloth 
and placed a pillow in it. 

When soldier boys came home 
on leave George and Dovie would 
loan them their car for their 
special dates. During WWII 
George saved gasoline ration 
stamps to give to the soldiers. 
George ran a credit business at 
the store but at times it was called 
trust—trusting that patrons 
could pay later. Farris Hall was 
an example of that trust. He 
returned from military service 
and announced to George that 
he wanted to pay his overdue tab 
he failed to pay before leaving to 
serve his country. George said he 
did not owe him anything. Farris 
insisted that George 



man worked on a plantation 
somewhere around Millers Creek. 
He fell in love with the masters 
daughter. Without the approval 
of Marys parents they eloped 
and were married November 
8, 1894. Mary was 13 and had 
their first child when she was 15. 
Bob and Mary loved to dance, 
go to parties and had a rather 
wild life. That lifestyle began to 
change when Bob took Jesus into 
his heart and eventually became 
a well known circuit preacher. 
Brother Bob and Mary settled in 
the Rice Station area where they 
farmed and raised a family. 

Dovie was born in 1904 
and was the middle child of 
the 13 children. The Bible was 
an important part of Dovies 
upbringing. Her father would 
take Dovie with him to the fields, 
make her a nest in the fodder, 
sing to her and talk to her about 
the Lord. She learned about 
Nature and all of Gods wondrous 
creations from her father. Dovies 
early education was limited 
to finishing the 8th grade. 

Dovie and her younger sister, 
Jessie, were very close. They 
slept together when they were 
children. Jessie accompanied 
Dovie when 
she was 
dating 
George 
Witt whom 
she married 
in 1925. 

Besides 
being a 
fulltime 
mother, wife, 
and helping 
in the general 
store, Dovie 
was a great

Dovie taught the teenager class 
for 67 years. She even taught her 
husband, George, in her class 
before they were married. None 
of the children in her class ever 
wanted to move to the adult class. 
The teens had picnics, Christmas 
programs and caroling. Each 
child had a part in the Christmas 
program such as a Bible narrative, 
poem or a song. The teens were 
taught to stand still, speak clearly 
and act in a proper manner. Some 
of the children would return to 
visit the church when they were 
grown and living elsewhere. 

Many times they brought their 
babies. A common question 
for Dovie was, “Can we sit in 
your class today? 55 Dovie was 
instrumental in getting the much 
needed new classrooms built 
at the church. She even would 
unlock the church doors, start a 
fire in the stove if necessary, light 
the coal oil lamps before they had 
electricity, read the Bible, pray 
and lead the singing if the officers 
of the church did not show up. 
Grapes from Dovies arbor were 
used to make ceremonial wine 
for the church and she baked 
unleavened bread also. The 
church was an important part of 
Dovies life. 

Many of the people in 
the Witt Springs community 
were poor in those days. As my 
great Aunt Rhoda once told me, 
“We were poor, but we did not 
realize it because everyone was in 
the same condition. 55 People did 
not have cars, telephones, etc. so 
they came to the store for their 
needs. Thus, Dovie knew who 
was sick, who was having a baby 
or who had died. George and 
Dovie would make phone calls 
for people and drive them to the 
doctor, hospital, train station or 
church when needed. If someone 
passed away, many families 
could not afford a funeral home. 
Dovie would help the grieving 
families by washing and dressing 
the body of their loved ones to 
prepare it for the viewing and 
even sit with the departed. Dovie 
assisted in the birth of many 
babies including a set of twins. 
Teachers, preachers and family 
could count on being housed and 
fed at George and Dovies home. 
The sick received Dovies help as 
well as the hungry. 

After Georges death in 
1964 Dovie remained involved 
with her family, continued her 
work in the church, studied 
to acquire her GED, built a 
new home and continued her 
good work in the Witt Springs 
community until she passed 
away in 1984. George and Dovie 
were laid to rest in the Sand Hill 
Cemetery beside their infant son.

An Encouraging Word: Good mothers deserve more 


Mothers Day will be ob- 
By Howard Coop served on Sunday, May 10, 

2015. 

This is one hundred seven years 
after the first Mothers Day ob¬ 
servance was held in Andrews 
Methodist Episcopal Church in 
Grafton, West Virginia. 

That first observance was at 
the request of Anna Jarvis, a 
social activist and a woman de¬ 
fined by her faith, to honor and 
remember her mother, an active 
member of that congregation, 
who had died three years earlier. 

From her home in West Chester, 

Pennsylvania, Miss Jarvis sent 
500 white carnations to be dis¬ 
tributed to those in attendance. 

In a telegram to the church, she 
directed that each person pres¬ 
ent “be given a white carnation; 
mothers will be given two, in memory of the day.” 

In that rather long telegram, Miss Jarvis stated what, 
in her mind, was to be the purpose of the observance: 
“To make us better children by getting closer to the 
hearts of our good mothers. To brighten the lives of 
good mothers. To have them know we appreciate 
them, though we do not show it as often as we ought.” 


Then, she went on to suggest that the day should “be 
a singular possessive (Mothers Day) for each family 
to honor its mother, not a plural possessive (Mothers’ 
Day) commemorating all moth¬ 
ers of the world.” That makes 
Mothers Day personal. 

After that first observance on 
May 10, 1908, the idea of Moth¬ 
er’s Day grew rapidly. The Meth¬ 
odist Episcopal Church, at its 
General Conference in 1912, 
called for Mother’s Day to be an 
annual observance, and Presi¬ 
dent Woodrow Wilson, on May 
8, 1914, signed a resolution de¬ 
claring the second Sunday of 
May to be observed as Mother’s 
Day throughout the United States 
of America. Now, at least eighty 
countries around the world ob¬ 
serve Mother’s Day on the second 
Sunday of May. 

A good mother is one of the more significant in¬ 
fluences in human society.

Harvest a multitude of benefits from gardening

Growing up, my family always 
had a garden. I remember every 
spring watching as my mom and 
dad would layout the garden and 
sow the seeds for the upcoming 
year. When I was a teenager I 
didn’t really pay much attention 
to it, or care, but as I got into 
college I realized how important 
growing your own food is, and 
how fortunate I was to grow up 
around a gardening family, one 
who still gardens today. 

People used to have to garden 
because that was the only 
way you ate, but now with the 
convenience of grocery stores 
and having “fresh” produce 
available all year long, a lot of 
people have stopped gardening. 
And I will admit that it is much 
easier to just pick out fruits and 
vegetables from the grocery store, 
but there’s nothing like eating 
something you grew yourself - so 
much more satisfying and tasty, 

I think! Not only is it delicious 


but there are numerous benefits 
to gardening on your own. 

The benefits reaped from 
planting a garden can be 
personal, such as providing 
fresh, wholesome food for your 
family/friends/neighbors, or it 
could be public in that gardens 
often strengthen the entire 
community. And it doesn’t take 
a lot of space to derive benefits 
from gardening. A patio with a 
few pots of flowers or vegetables 
can be every bit as satisfying as 
gardening on a big piece of land 
to some people. 

Buying produce from the 
supermarket can be expensive 
and, at times, unsatisfying. 
Picked before they are ripe and 
shipped over great distances (it’s 
estimated that “fresh” produce 
travels over 1,500 miles before 
being consumed), the taste and 
price of the produce are often 
not what we hoped they would 
be. Therefore, it can be difficult 
under those circumstances to 
get the recommended 5-8 daily 
servings of fruits and vegetables. 

Buying locally grown produce 
from the farmers’ market or a 
roadside stand can certainly 
help and be more satisfying, but 
picking a fully ripened tomato 
right off the vine to eat yourself- 
now that is hard to beat! I know 
many a farmer who carries a 
salt shaker with them to the 
garden to salt the delicious red, 
ripe tomatoes (this is making 
my mouth water just thinking 
about it!) that they just picked 
off the vine. There’s no doubt 
that locally grown fruits and 
vegetables have more taste. 

Then consider the food 


safety issue. If you grow your 
own food, you’ll have no fears 
about contamination. Though 
regulations are in place to ensure 
that our food supply is safe, in 
this day of national food alerts, 
isn’t it nice to know exactly where 
your food is coming from?! 

And then think about the cost 
savings again: A single tomato 
plant that may cost you a dollar 
or two can yield 20-40 tomatoes 
in a season. A pack of lettuce 
seeds might cost $1.50 and yield 
enough leaves to make salads for 
a month or more. It would be 
hard to find prices like that in a 
grocery store. 

That’s the practical side of 
gardening. But there’s another 
side - the restorative side. 

There’s nothing like working 
in the garden after a stressful 
day. In the lush green of a 
garden, cooled by a sweet breeze, 
feeling the rich dirt under your 
feet, listening to the bugs and 
the birds of the season- there is 
peace. Research has shown that 
people who have contact with 
nature bounce back more quickly 
from day-to-day stress. Simple 
repetitive acts such as pulling 
weeds or pruning shrubs can 
have a meditative quality. Many 
people find a connection to the 
spiritual world in a garden, where 
the cycle of life is played out 
before their eyes. 

A connection to the natural 
world can be vital in a child’s 
development, as well. Studies 
have shown that children who 
have access to green spaces 
learn self-discipline and impulse 
control. A study at the University 
of Illinois even suggests that a 


child’s connection to nature can 
lessen the symptoms of attention 
deficit and hyperactivity disorder. 

Gardening is also great exercise 
and works the entire body. You 
bend, you stretch, you walk, and 
you lift. It’s good for your heart, 
your joints and your bones. An 
hour of moderate work in the 
garden can burn 300 to 400 
calories. And when you’re done, 
you can step back and revel in 
the sight of a freshly mown lawn 
or weed-free, neatly edged beds. 
Though much of gardening 
teaches us patience, as we wait 
for plants to mature and beds 
to fill in, there are instances like 
those at the end of a day spent 
working in the yard - when the 
gratification is immediate and 
the land shines as a result of your 
work. 

Gardening has been found 
to bring people together too. 
You’ll find that neighbors will 
want to stop and talk when their 
eyes are caught by the site of 
a well-tended yard or blooms 
spilling over a porch railing. 

And gardeners love to share - 
whether it’s advice, produce, 
plant cuttings or tales of that 
“summer three years ago when 
the drought hit.” When neighbors 
share, pride in their homes and 
their neighborhood grows, and 
communities are strengthened. 

So whether you have room for 
only a few container gardens or 
a large yard with room to grow, 
the simple act of gardening can 
refresh and renew you and our 
community. 

Plant a daylily today and 
next year, share it with a friend.

Kentucky Afield Outdoors: 

The redear sunfish spawn is here 


(This is the seventh installment 
of the u Spring Fishing Fever ” series 
of fishing articles. Produced by the 
Kentucky Afield Outdoors staff, 
the series details productive fishing 
opportunities across Kentucky. It 
will continue until early summer). 

FRANKFORT, Ky. - It is the time 
of year when the big “bull” redear 
sunfish move shallow to spawn, 
sending a shiver of excitement 
through the ranks of many 
Kentucky anglers. 

When the big redear sunfish 
move up to spawn, it produces 
some of the best fishing of the year. 
The ability of hefty redear sunfish 
to use their saucer-shaped bodies 
to pull against a rod is legendary. If 
this species grew to 10 pounds, it 
might be nearly impossible to land 
one. 

March brought record snowfall 
across Kentucky and April came 
along with huge rainfall that set 
some one-day records in central 
Kentucky. This spring has proven 
tough for Kentucky anglers. 

However, it is Derby time in the 
Bluegrass with air temperatures 
approaching 80 degrees by early 
next week. 

A stable weather pattern with 
warming air temperatures and 
water temperatures ranging 
from 65 to 68 degrees make ideal 
conditions for redear sunfish. 

“The last week of April and into 
the first week of May is pretty 
consistently the time frame where 
you see the redear spawning,” 
said Neal Jackson, fisheries 
research biologist for the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. 

Water temperatures on Kentucky 
Lake last weekend exactly matched 
those parameters, with the main 
lake at 65 degrees and the flats in 
the bays at 68 degrees. 

Redear sunfish are commonly 
called “shellcrackers” because they 
feed on small mussels and snails 
on the bottom. They have a plate of 
teeth in their throats that can crush 
shells. 

Kentucky Lake and its twin to 
the east, Lake Barkley, are head and 


shoulders above other waters in 
Kentucky for redear sunfish. These 
huge reservoirs hold many redears 
longer than 11 inches, the kind of 
fish that feels like you are holding 
a small plate in your hands when 
you land one. 

Pan Bowl Lake in Breathitt 
County, Clear Creek Lake in Bath 
County, Fishtrap Lake in Pike 
County, Elmer Davis Lake in Owen 
County and Marion County Lake 
all hold good populations of redear 
sunfish. 

Corinth Lake in Grant County 
once boasted some of the best 
redear fishing in Kentucky until 
an accidental introduction of shad 
into the lake eventually blunted the 
fishery. Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 
eradicated the shad and Corinth 
Lake is on the way back to its old 
glory days. 

Catching redear is relatively easy, 
but finding their spawning beds is 
not. The location of bluegill, who 
also nest this time of year, indicate 
where to search for redear sunfish. 

“If I was targeting redear and 


I pulled up on a spot and started 
catching nice bluegill, it would 
be hard to leave that scenario,” 
Jackson said. “But, if you want big 
redear, I wouldn’t keep fishing that 
spot. They are in similar places, but 
the redear are in a little bit deeper 
water. Move out into 4 to 6 feet of 
water.” 

Jackson recommends staying in 
a spot once you locate some redear 
sunfish. “Hit that area hard and 
stay there for a while,” he said. 

A size 6 or 8 Aberdeen-style 
hook tipped with a quarter inch 
chunk of red worm or night 
crawler with a BB-sized split shot 
about a foot above the hook works 
great when fished on the bottom 
for redear. Many anglers tip a small 
1/32-ounce yellow or black feather 
jig, commonly called a Popeye 
jig, with bits of nightcrawler, 
wax worms and meal worms and 
suspend them under a bobber just 
above bottom. 

“You’ve got to have contact with 
the bottom,” Jackson said. “They 
are not feeding anyplace but on or 


near the bottom.” 

Ultralight spinning tackle 
spooled with 4- or 6-pound 
monofilament line makes great 
sport for redear. Anglers tend to 
prefer ultralight rods less than 
6 feet long. Those fishing weedy 
lakes may fare better with 6-foot 
light power rods and spinning 
reels spooled with 6- or 8-pound 
monofilament. 

The redear spawn is here. Hit 
some of these waters and catch a 
mess for a tasty feast. The flesh of a 
redear sunfish is as good as any fish 
in Kentucky waters.

University of Kentucky Ag 
Equine Programs will host its 
annual Equine Farm and 
Facilities Expo from 3:30 to 8:00 
p.m. EDT Tuesday June 2 at 
McPeek Racing’s Magdalena 
Farm in Lexington. Horse 
owners and farm managers will 
have the opportunity to walk 
through a vendor trade show 
and see a range of equipment 
and supplies for horse farms 
of all sizes. UK specialists will 

provide hands-on instruction about practical aspects of 
management for equine operations. There will also be 
farm tours. 

“The expo provides horse owners the chance to attend 
an informative event on the grounds of a working horse 
farm. We appreciate Kenny McPeek for hosting this event 
and for opening the farms gates to the public,” said Ray 
Smith, professor and forage Extension specialist for the 
UK College of Agriculture, Food and Environment. 

According to Fayette County agriculture and natural 
resources Extension agent Nick Carter, the expo is a 
unique opportunity for horse owners to learn about a 
wide range of topics, from pasture weed management to 
footing for exercise areas.

Avoid blossum end rot 

Nothing can ruin a mouth-watering tomato more than 
reaching for one on the vine only to find an ugly, flattened 
spot on it. If the ugly spot is located on the fruit opposite 
the stem end, it is likely blossom end rot, a disease caused 
by a lack of calcium that commonly occurs in tomatoes 
but can also affect eggplant, peppers and many cucurbits. 

Blossom end rot spots develop into dark brown, 
leathery decays that may affect half of the tomato. 

Calcium is an essential part of the chemical “glue” that 
binds cells together within the fruit. When fruits are 
enlarging rapidly, sufficient amounts of calcium do not 
reach the end of the fruit. This causes cells to come apart, 
resulting in a rot or decay in that area. Calcium does not 
move easily from other plant parts, so any disruption in 


the plant’s uptake can result in a deficiency. 

Soils in Kentucky are rarely deficient in calcium, 
but water plays a critical role in the plant’s uptake and 
distribution of calcium. So maintaining an even supply 
of moisture is important in controlling blossom end rot. 
However, to be sure that a soil is not calcium-deficient, 
soil tests should be taken, and if needed, it can be applied 
as lime prior to planting. If you need a soil test, our office 
provides soil testing free of charge for Estill County. 

Irrigate plants as needed, and use mulch to conserve 
soil moisture. Irrigate on a consistent basis. Don’t allow 
plants to become stressed from too much or too little 
water. Avoid wetting foliage as much as possible as this 
could encourage fungal and bacterial diseases to develop 
on the plant. Trickle or drip irrigation is an excellent way 
of getting water to plants without the risk of wetting the 
foliage or splashing soil onto the foliage which can also 
lead to disease problems. 

In addition, excessive amounts of ammonium tend 
to depress a plant’s calcium uptake. Avoid using urea or 
fertilizers high in ammonium. Instead, choose fertilizers 
high in nitrate. Calcium nitrate is an excellent nitrogen 
fertilizer, although it is more expensive than other 
nitrogen sources.

UKAg specialists comment on Midwest bird 
flu outbreak 

A highly pathogenic strain of avian influenza, HPAI 
H5N2, is spreading through Midwestern poultry flocks by 
way of migratory ducks and geese. Currently no birds in 
Kentucky are infected, however, University of Kentucky 
College of Agriculture, Food and Environment specialists 
urged all poultry producers to take precautions and to 
stay aware. 

“We want everyone to be aware of the situation and to 
take measures to protect their birds,” said Lynne Cassone, 
pathologist at the UK Veterinary Diagnostic Laboratory. 
“Hopefully, well avoid it altogether, but if not, we are 
prepared to handle an outbreak.” 

Cassone stressed that the current strain present in eight 
Midwestern states is highly contagious to poultry. It is not 
a threat to humans or pets, but is obviously concerning to 
the poultry producers in the affected states. 

Avian influenza, also known as bird flu, is a group 
of viruses that can infect domestic and wild birds. The 
viruses are classified by their ability to cause illness and 
death into either a low pathogenic avian influenza or a 
highly pathogenic avian influenza. The current outbreak 
is the only occurrence in more than 30 years, except for a 
small 2004 HPAI event in Texas that affected about 7,000 
birds. 

UK poultry specialist Tony Pescatore said that while the 
millions of sick birds mentioned in the media may sound 
astounding, they represent only about 1 percent of the 
total poultry population in the United States. 

“I’m not trying to minimize it,” he said. “This is a big 


deal, and its hitting some commercial growers very hard. 
We have a lot of poultry growers in Kentucky with very 
large flocks, quite a few small flocks and backyard flock 
owners who are concerned as well.” 

Pescatore urged all growers to follow some simple FLU 
biosecurity and prevention guidelines. 

F—Flock observation is very important to stop the 
spread of disease. Growers need to observe flocks daily 
and note changes in appearance, behavior and drinking 
and eating habits. 

L—Limit traffic as contaminated clothing and 
equipment can spread avian influenza between poultry 
premises. Keep a log of visitors and vehicles on the farm. 
Be aware of places visitors may have had contact with 
birds or their droppings such as hunting lands, ponds, 
pet stores, zoos and parks. Visitors can accidently bring 
disease to the farm. 

“At minimum, its a good idea to have visitors and 
workers put on clean boots to help stop disease from 
spreading,” Pescatore said. “I cant stress how important 
cleanliness is where HPAI is concerned.” 

U—Unwanted critters can spread avian influenza 
through the feces and bodily fluids of infected birds, so 
keep poultry from coming into contact with wild birds. 
Pescatore said its a good idea to keep areas mowed 
around poultry houses and coops to control wild birds 
and rodents. Keep all other animals out of the chicken 
house. Growers should isolate new or returning birds 
from the rest of the flock for at least 30 days. 

Signs of avian influenza include sudden death; little to 
no appetite or energy; little to no egg production; soft 
or deformed eggs; nasal discharge; coughing, sneezing 
or breathing difficulty; swelling around the head, neck 
and eyes; purple discoloration; loss of muscle control; 
drooping wings; twisting of the head and neck; inability to 
move and diarrhea. Birds may have the disease for three 
to seven days before they show signs, and death can occur 
between 24 and 48 hours after the first sign. 

“If s important to note that many of the symptoms can 
also be related to other more common poultry ailments,” 
Pescatore said. “Unfortunately with HPAI, infected birds 
don’t survive. If you observe unusual symptoms or a large 
number of deaths in your flock, you need to contact your 
local veterinarian or the UK VDL.” 

The UK VDL will test up to three birds for a $40 fee. 

The UK VDL and the Murray State University Breathitt 
Veterinary Lab are both certified through the National 
Animal Health Laboratory Network to handle HPAI 
cases. “Our two Kentucky labs are certified, fully trained, 
supplied and ready to respond should an outbreak occur 
in our state,” said Craig Carter, UK VDL director. “The 
Kentucky Poultry Federation, the office of the Kentucky 
State Veterinarian and the Kentucky poultry industry 
are on very high alert, and we are all working closely 
together.”
